If It Is Proven That Wilson 
Knew Pinchot Intended to 
Send Letter to Senator Dol- 
liver Secretary of Agricuture 
May Have to Leave Cabinet. 


Washington, February 65.—(Specialh) 
Secretary “Jim” Wilson, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, who holds the 
record of being the oldest cabinet mem.- 
ber in point of service in the, United 
States, may be requested to retire from 
the service of his country if certain 
evidence {s brought forward in the 
Ballinger-Pinchot controversy, showing 
Secretary Wilson was cognizant of 
former Forester Gifford Pinchot's in- 
tention of sending a letter to Senator 
Dollivér to be read in the senate. 

All Depends on Pinchot. 

It all depends on whether Mr. Pinchot 
is called as a witness. If so, the di- 
rect question will be put to the former 
forester: 

“Did Secretary Wilson concur in the 
sending of your letter to Senator Dollf- 
ver?’ 

Mr. Pinchot, it {s said, must neces- 
sarily answer, “yes 

President Taft dismissed Pinchot on 
the charge that he had discussed nu- 
merous matters with a member of con- 
gress apparertiy without consulting 
efther the head of his bureau or the 
president of the United States. 

Mr. Pinchot took his dismissal with- 
out one word in answer to the charge 
lodged against him. 

Friends of Mr. Pinchot and Secretary 
Wilson account for the silence of the 
former through the long friendship of 
the men. It may be that the former 
forester has chosen to stand the odium 
of his alleged offense and bear the ful! 
brunt withcut sharing his burden with 
another. 

And yet if Mr. Pinchot testifies as I 
have outlined above it will mean an 
instant summons to Secretary Wilson 
to take the witness stand. He will be 
asked if Mr. Pinchot sent the Dolliver 
letter with his knowledge. If the sec- 
retary answers “no,” it will raise the 
question of veracity: on the other hand 
if he answers “yes,” it will place him 
in the same position that Mr. Pinchot 
-ig now in, for President Taft was not 
consulted by any one. 

Probers Hold a Meeting. p 

A meeting of the joint committee was 
held today to consider certain im- 
portant documents sent by the secre- 
tary of the interior late yesterday to 
the é¢hairman, Senator Nelson. 

Lewis Brandeis, attorney for former 
Field Agent Glavis, scored the depart- 
meht of the interior for tardiness in 
producing these documents which are, 
said the lawyer, “essential to the case 
of Glavis and essential to the whole 
investigation because they have been 
kept from the knowledge of President 
Taft.” 

The meeting today was to examine 
the papers before turning them over to 
Glavis’ counsel. Following the star 
chamber session an Open meeting of 
the committee was held when it was 
announced that attorneys could only 
inspect the papers in the presence of 
the clerks of the commission, and that 
no duplicate coples should be made. 

This adds an air of mystery to the 
case heightening that which it enjoyed 
before. 

John J. Vertrees, of Nashville, Tenn., 
leading counsel for Secretary Ballinger, 
was introduced to the members of the 
eammittee today preparatory to his 
initiation in the investigation.

Gifford Pinchot today made his first 
announcement in the case and John J.

Nathan A. Smythe, of New York, be 
nfdedqd to the list of counsel as his 
personal representative and that he be 
permitted to examine the papers.

Washington, February 5. —(Specialh.) 
When it comes to composure, Louis R. 
Glavis, chief prosecutor of Richard 
Achilles Ballinger, secretary of the 
interior, has an Osage Indian lashed 
to the mast and tied te the stake. He 
could teach the Sphinx how to look 
sphinxlike, and would shame a bronze 
statue for winking. 

Seated at the end of a long table of 
circassian walnut, around which are 
grouped some of the: highbrows of 
congréss, he is so serious as to make 
Senator Elihu Root and Senator Knute 
Nelson look facetious and appear to 
talk foolishness. 

Whenh cross-examiners want more 
light as to the reasons for his actions 
and omissions, he gives ft with the 
utmost gravity, and is apparently en- 
tirely unprepared for the titter which 
goes through the court room. 

For instance, when a member of 


the committee wants to know why he 


did not make an investigation of Alas- 
kan coal lands in the fall of 1907, or 
the spring of 1908, Mr. Glavis gravely 
and considerately explains that there 
is considerable snow on. the . ground 
in Alaska along in October and Feb- 
ruary and that the ground around the 
64th parallel of latitude. fs Not ex- 
actly in conditien'to inspect until the 
June sun thaws it. out. 
Spectators Had to Leugh. 

Which bit of information in first 
year geography strikes the spectators 
in the court room.as being funny, and 
they laugh. Not so the committee. 

“And why, Mr. Glavis, .when _you 
were in Juneau, did you not run up 
to these flelds ahd look into these 
cases?” says a committeeman with a 
chuckle. Glavis has confesesd hav- 
ing been in Alaska and made no in- 
spection. 

Then Mr. Glavis goes on patiently to 
set forth that the two spots are some 
2.000 miles distant, and to reach the 
other he will have to return,to Seattle 
and wait for a boat to Nome, and then 
wait again for a boat going up the 
Yukon—some six weeks in all; and 
that it wouldn’t do him any good to 
go there, anyhow, for he has not and 
was not supposed to have, the technical 
knowledge to make an examination of 
coal seams. 

Which being set forth, the commit- 
tee individually and collectively bury 
their faces in the tni{tial volume of 
some 800 pages, containing the rec- 
ords in the case. 

His testimony and the transcripts of 
records and documents he has placed 
in evidence, fill 1,500 printed pages 
In the nearly thirty hours spent on 
the stand before the Ballinger-Pinchot 
investigating committee, he has told 


'of his work in the interior department, 


and of alleged irregularities in that 
department, which he insists indicate 
disregard of the interest of the people 
of the United States. 

Asked if he was not-mentally ex- 
hausted when the day’s hearings were 
finished, Glavis replied: 

“No, it isn’t much effort to recall the 
facts.” 

That is his protection, according to 
the witness. He is only striving to 
present to the public the facts. He 
didn’t amplify the statement, or sug- 
gest that if he were spinning a ficti- 
tious yarn, he might have more trouble 
in replying to incisive and searching 
questions. He probably didn't think 
of-it. He only Knew that he did not 
have much trouble in recalling the ac- 
tual facts.

The first annual report of Georgla’s 
11 district agricultural schools, pre- 
pared by Jos. 8S. Stewart, professor of 
secondary education, University of 
Georgia, shows not only wherein they 
rave made excellent progress in their 
little more than two years of exist- 
cnce, but is a document full of inter- 
est and significance in respect to their 
possibilities and their undoubted wide 
degree of usefulness.

Some Historical Deformation. 


The report is submittea w the trus- 
tees of the state college of agriculture 
by Dean A. M. Soule who makes brief 
comment upon the splendid record cf 
achievement. 

It contains a complete list of the 
officials and boards of trustees of the 
various schools; the board of trustees 
for each is made up of one member 
from each county in the congressional 
district wherein the school is located. 

The beginning of the project in 
Georgia came with a recommendation 
from Governor Jos. M. Terrell, tn a 
message to the legislature, and th-« 
bill was introduced by Hon. H. ™ 
Perry, of Hall, and finally passed and 
signed by Governor Terrell at the 
session of 1906. 

The schools were to be supported 
by the funds derived from the inspec- 
tion of oils and fertilizers by the de- 
partment of agriculture. But at the 
time of the passage of the act there 
were no funds to start the work in 
motion, and these were furnished by 
the general education board of New 
York. 

The general facts. cofinected with 
their organization, the competition 
among many counties which offered 
land and buildings to secure them, 
are familiar history. 

The buildings were designed by 
Architect Haralson Beckley, of Atlan- 
ta; the main academic building cost 
about $18,000 and the dormitories 
about $15,000 each.

Board for students ranges from $5 
to $7.50 per month. “The majority of 
the schools charge $14 per month and 
credit each pupil with the number of 
hours of labor for-rthe month at 190 
cents an hour. The others charge a 
smaller amount for board and do not 
deduct for labor, but require a maxi- 
mum of nine hours’ work each week, 
the result being practically the same. 
Additional pay is allowed for extra 
hours of labor, and tuitien is free. A 
matriculation fee of $1 or $2 is charged 
and books cost abont $9 a year. Unl- 
forms where used cost about $6. 

The expenses for the nine months’ 
term do not exceed. therefore, a total 
of $80. Many make it for much less. 
The total expenses of the first honor 
man in the Fourth district school last 
year were $51, and of this amount he 
made $230 while at school. The average 
annual expense is about $65 per pupil, 
or about the price of one bale of cot- 
ton, 

Tie pupils are instructed in the lab- 
oratory, field and shop. The pupil is 


given each week fifteen hours of class | 


room book instruction, nine hours lab- 
oratory, ficid, smcp and home in- 
struction, and does nine, hours’ 
work for the support of the school. 
This makes a little over five hours.a 
day of school work, leaving ample time 
for study and recreation. The Third 
district school, near Americus, has a 
Y. M. Cc. A. -Others have various or- 
ganizations, religious, literary and ath- 
letic. The students are required to at- 
tend the church of their own choice 
opece on Sunday, where possible. Cig-

Supported by Fees. 

The schools afte supported from the 
fees received for the inspectioreof oils 
and fertilizers by the state department 
of agriculture. The first year they re- 
celved less than $6,000 each from this 
source: in 1909 it brought them $7,260 
to which was added a special appro- 
priation of $2,000 for each school, made 
by the legislature, so that their total 
income for 1909 was $9,250. It is con- 
templated that these schools should 
be given $10,000 each annually. 

While the attendance for the 1909 
fall term was only 750, as compared 
with 1,001 for the year preceding, at- 
tention is called to the fact that many 
cannot attend until] after the holidays, 
owing to farm duties incident to the 
gathering of the crops at home. Some 
of the schools have as many pupils as 
they can well take care of; others 
could accommodate more. The cur- 


riculum and work are arranged so as 
themselves to students 
ertering at the beginning either of the 
fal' or spring. terms.

The eleven schools have 32 mules, 8 
horses, 75 cows, $1 sheep and goats, 
255 hogs, 855 chickens, 16 barns and 
tools, valued at $3,550. They have dairy 
equipment worth $935, laundry equip- 
ment $4,090, shop equipment $2,990, an-' 
domestic equipment $1,715. Some of 
them have chemical. physical and other 
scientific equipment; they have 1,910 
books in their libraries. 


The Georgia System. 

In the conclusion of the report, Pro- 
fessor Stewart says regarding Geor- 
gia’s system of agricultural education: 

“Georgia has planned a d2finite sys- 
tem of agricultural education and Is 


}working it out with earnestness, recog- 


nizing its vast importance. The study 
of agriculture begins in the common 
schools and is directly under the su- 
pervision of the state school commis- 
Sicener and his county school commis- 
sioners. The State college cooperates 
with these through one of its profes- 
sors who gives all of his time to the 
organization of boys’ and girls’ indu@e- 
trial clubs for the growing study of 
corn and cotton, garden products, an@ 
the raising of farm animals, 

“These clubs have been in operation 
Since 1906. Having finished the com- 
mon schools and being 14 years of age, 
if a boy, or 13 if a girl, pupils may 
then enter one of the district agrioul- 
tural high schools for a four years 
course. This will fit those who desire 
no higher course for thelr vocation on 
the farm. It is estimated that ten per 
cent of these graduates will desire 
higher training, and the-course in the 
schools will enter them in the State 
Agricultural college at Athens, where 
they may specialize through four years 

college training. Such a course will 
fit for the farm or for scientific posi- 
tions and will equal in value any other 
college course in the university. The 
girls may continue their industrial 
studies in tha two norma) schools. 

“In addition to the class room in- 
struction the State college has a force 
of six professors who give most of 
their time to extension work among 
the farmers of the state through insti- 
tutes, farm demonstrations, lectures, 
bulletins, correspondence and work 
among the schools. This work is sup- 
plemented by the work of the Experi- 
ment Station and the agricultural 
course of the college at Dahlonega. 
The two State Normal schools also aia 
by giving specia! training in agricul- 
ture to all their prospective teachers. 
The state also supports a college for 
the training of negro youths in agri- 
culture and industrial pursuits. Sevy- 
ero} wv'-ote schools are also aiding In 
this work.

With a vastly larger number the work hour, is 7:30 or 8 a. m., allowing 
a still greater margin between the coming of daylight and the time of re- 
porting for duty.

Iditor Constitution: I read 
editorial, also remarks of 
husiness men, with reference 
proposed change to eastern time, with 
much interest. One of your promi- 
nent business men remarks upon the 
fact that many of his 300 employees 
are working girls, who, through the 
long winter months, must leave their 
work and go to their homes, generally 
unescorted, afer dark. He seems to 
think it would be better to get them 
up at 5 o’clock in the morning so that 
they could get off at 5 in the after- 
noon, or with the change to eastern 
time, the hours would be 6 and 6. 
Now, I cannot see where it is any 
harder upon a working girl to go to 
her home after dark than it is to g0 
to her work in the dark. It seems to 
me one is as bad as the other. No 
doubt he means well, but if the busf- 
ness men of Atlanta and other places, 
too, want to help these girls, let them 
preach and practice shorter working 
hours. Let them think a little less 
about profits and strive a little more 
to better the condition of these girls.

Life at the Stock Yards. 

There is an army of drivers, hostlers 
and grooms at the stock yards ever 
ready to halter a prospective sale, trot 
him out, up and down the long alley- 
ways between the stables, where the 
horse trader, invariably carrying a 
long branch of a sapling for a whip, 
stands by the purchaser pointing out 
the fine spots in the looks, action or 
carriage of the animal under consider- 
ation. 

A purchaser of a hundred head or 
more can very easily spend a week at 
the stock yards looking over the 
fine-pen¥ of animals which are 
on inspection and for sale So 
for the mules. With the horses 
Quite different. 

These blooded animals, 
blankets, are carried by grooms into 
the long auction shed. “his shed is 
over 200 yards iong, with a good road 
running down the middle. On tts firm 
face it is possible to get a horse to 
go through every gait. 

Up and down this shed the horse is 
taken by the groom, sometimes being 
led with a halter, and with the blanket 
flappink wildly about; sometimes he 
is being ridden by a mount who could 
gwive a professional horse show rider 
points on how to handle an entry to 
the best advantage, then again the 
prospective sale is hitched to a light 
rubber-tired sulky where fleetness of 
foot can be brought out t@ the -best 
possible advantage. A fast 9oad horse 
is clocked as he makes the trip to and 
fro in order to get a line on the poss!- 
bilities of his time, in a breezy road 
race, after he is sold. 

Inquiry at the various rallroad of- 
fices in Atlanta who handle this enor- 
mous amount of shipping for this mar- 
ket, developed the interesting fact that 
frcm May, 1909, to February, 19190, 
there were handled 3,534 carloads of 
stock for this market. When it ig re- 
cajiled the average shipment of stock, 
per car, is twenty-six head, the amount 
of business done at this market is ap- 
preciated. Perhaps through the agency 
of these freight figures this vast vol- 
ume of trade is to be accurately ar- 
rived at better than in any other man- 
ner. 

In the office of the stock yards is 
posted a big train sheet showing the 
time these fast freights leave the stock 
yards and warning all purchasers that 
to miss one means the delay of a day. 

Nor is this all at the stock yards. 
There is another most interesting fea- 
ture, which is just opening up—the 
White Provision Company packing 
house. This plant has a capacity for 
the slaughter of 100,000 head of cat- 
tile annually and promises to supply 
the south with meat from cattle raised 
and slaughtered in this state. Ali cat- 
tle consigned to this packing house 
passes through these stock yards now, 
more than ever, second only to St.

time, according to reports received in 
Atlanta during the morning, and also 
from the exciting description of the 
collision as given The Constitution 
by J. CG Eighmie, a traveling sales- 
Vt.. who was on 
board the train and was making his 
first trip through Georgia. 

According to Mr. Eighmie, the es- 
cape of the passengers from serious 
injury was wonderful. The fact that 
there was a few minutes’ warning be- 
fore the collision, and the added fact 
that the passenger train was standing 
still, is ascribed as the reason for this 
escape. 

‘tT boarded the train at Griffin,” said

PROBLEM BEFORE 
R, R, COMMISSION 


Railroad’s Refusal to Take 
Freight Without Pre- 
payment. 


It is rather a khotty problem the 
railroad commission is wrestling with 
in the shape of the question as to 
whether it has jurisdiction to deal with 
the action of one railroad in refusing 
to accept freight from another line, 
without prepayment of the freight 
charges; and, if it has that authority, 
just what should be done in the prem- 
ises. 

The first complaint of this sort ong- 
inated in the refusal of the Wadley 
Southern railroad to receive from the 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah freight 
at Rockledge, their junction point, un- 
less the charges were prepaid. The 
Wadley Southern is owned by the Cen- 
tral of Georgia and the Macon, Dublin 
and Savannah is said to be the proper- 
ty of the Seaboard Air Line, so the 
contest would seem to be one between 
the latter roads. 

The purpose of the fight is to get 
the long haul. The Central, of course, 
would like to haul the freight to Wad- 
ley and there turn it over to the Wad- 
that line, 
and shipments may be made by this 
route without prepayment of charges. 
But when the Macon, Dublin and Sa- 
vannah hauls it from Macon to Rock- 
ledge, the Wadley Southern says the 
cash must first be paid. 

Now the average shipper does not 
like to be forced to prepay charges, 
when a route becomes established 
a prepay route, he usually dodges 
and takes the other one. This is 
;}one way of knocking out competition. 

Another case of the same kind was 
recently before the railroad commis- 
sion in the shape of the refusal of 
the Savannah and Statesboro railroad 
to receive freight from the Central of 
Georgia at Statesboro, without prepay- 
ment of charges President J. Ran- 
dolph Anderson, of the Savannah and 
Statesboro, promised the commission 
to take care of the patrons on hig line, 
and the specific case brought by the 
complainant was dropped, but the real 
principle involved remains yet an un- 
settled one. * 

The Savannah 
ation looks like a case of getting back 
at the. Central, for it is said the Sea- 
board owns the Savannah and States- 
' boro. What President Anderson ob- 
| jected to chiefly was the action of the 
Central in hauling fretght from Savan- 
nah up to Statesboro and turning 
over to his road there instead of let- 
ting it go from Savannah by the Sea- 
board, and to his road at Cuyler, which 
is the shorter, and, as he claims, the 
natural route. 

The railroads claim theeunquestion- 
ed right to reject any shipment 
less the freight charges are prepaid, 
and contend that the commission has no 
authority to interfere. The object is 
to force the shipper to select the other 
route, an action which. however. 
likely to bring about retaliation at one 
point and another and create consid- 
erable confusion in the transportation 
system of the state. 

The commission has referred 
matter to Judge James K. Hines. 
special attorney, who is investigating 
with a view to determining what au- 
thority the commission has to deal 
with it.

Cincinnati, Ohio, February 6.—Eight 
hours of deliberation failed to bring 
a finding from the jury that is con- 
sidering the charge of blackmail 
lodged against Mrs. Jeanette Stewart 
Ford, in connection with the $643,000 
Warriner stole from the “Big Four.” 
Predictions of a disagreement became 
genera] when the jury was locked 
up for the night, although attorneys 
for both the state and defense claimed 
that only one or two men stood in 
the way of a conclusion favorable to 


them. 

The weary waiting for a verdict be- 
gan when the twelve men filed into 
the jury room, after their late lunch- 
eon. No indications of the trend of 
the discussion came through the heavy 
door that separated the debating men 
from the watchers in the gourt and 
only once were the voices raised enough 
to allow the tones to penetrate the 
heavy oaken Darrier. 

The inprobability of a verdict 
night was presaged early in the evening. 
Fleven of the men sent messages to 
their homes, the general tenor being 
represented by one who wrote: “Tell 
the folks I'l! not be home tonight; I'm 
on the Ford jury.”

Postoffice and Crime. 

Former Secret Service Chief Drum- 
mond, who has made a thorough study 
of the postoffice and its relation to 
crime, said: 

“It is true criminal and immoral per. 
sons find the postoffice a great aid. The 
dealer in bogus money, the fellow who 
sends by mall a box of grease as a 
medicinal remedy, the art collector 
who offers to send a steel-engraved 
portrait of Washington for 50 cents 
and sends a postage stamp, and ail 
that sort, get in-touch with their vic- 
tims through the mails. The chap 
who wants to arrange meetings with 
some other fellow’s wife invariably 
makes use of either the general de- 
livery or a private letter box. But on 
the other hand, the postoffice service 
has been a great help to the detective 
in his work and the scoundrel who has 
used it for his own purpose frequent- 
iy hes found !t a trap. He visits his 
mail box or calls at the geenral de- 
livery window once too often. 

“Mail boxes have been the most use. 
ful.instrument to thosé who make im- 
proper use of postal facilities, but re- 
Strictions became so urgent that new 
rules are to be formulated which will 
become true in other big cities if they 
follow out New York in this crusade. 
The general delivery, too, ought to re- 
celve strict supervision.” 

Authony Comstock Talks. 

Anti-Vice Crusader Comstock, a 
postal inspector here, who is famous 
the country over for his persistent 
search of immorality in the postal 
service and out, said: 

“The criminal use of the postal fa-

In part the statement 
reads: 

“The railroads are victims of high 
prices. If beef, flour or any 
commodity has increased in prices in 
the past ten years the roads cannot 
be held responsible because freight 
rates have not been Increased. Freight 
rates have been lowered on certain 
live stocks and yet meat prices ad- 
vanced. Tota! cost of railroad fuel 
is 208 per cent higher than in 1907. 
Rallroads are heavy purchasers 
evervthing in the market, from but- 
ter and eggs for dining cars to steel 
rails. A few figures just to show 
the increase in cost of supplies used 
by raltlroads: 

“Lead pipe, 55 per cent: yellow pine, 
85 per cent; hemlock, 102 per cent; 
cut nails, 62 per cent; window glass,

Nothing Has Escaped. 

Perhaps there is nothing that has 
escaped. It costs more to die than it 
did a few years ago, for medicines, 
revolvers, cemetery lots and burial 
clothing have all gone up.

Public Warned Against 
a Silver Certificate 
for $1. 


Washington, February 6.—A coun- 
terfeit one-dollar silver certificate has 
been discovered by the secret service, 
and Chief Wilkie has issued a circular 
in. which the counterfeit is describea 
as of “the series of 1899; check letter 
‘B,’ face plate No, 4810; back plate No. 
2844 or 2344; W. T. Vernon, registrar 
of the treasury; Charles H. Treat, 
treasurer of the United States, and 
containing portraits of Lincoln and 
Grant.” 

The counterfeit inspected would 
easily deceive the ordinary handler of 
money. The face and back are printed 
on thin paper, and between them is 
pasted a third sheet to* give the re- 
quired thickness. A few bits of coarse 
and raveled silk twist were inserted 
between the sheets. Mediocre work- 
manship is noticeable on the back note 
where the words “one dollar’ in the 
marginal upper right panel of the note 
appear to have been = scratched in. 
Other words show crude manipulation 
of the engraver, and the color of the 
seal, numbers and denominational fig- 
ures on the facé of the note is pale as 
compared with the original.

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LIVINGSTON MAKES ANSWER 


TO CHARGES MADE BY WATSON 


Washington, February 5.—(Special.) 
Representative L. F. Livingston has 
issued the following signed statement 
made upon him 
by Thomas E. Watson: 

Mr. Watson seeks to prove in a re- 
cent issue of the Weekly Jeffersonian 
that I am responsible for the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law by a speech made 
by Speaker Cannon at Kansas City iast 
November, in which the speaker is 
reported to have said: 

“Had Mr. Clark’s resolution been 
adopted, the house of representatives 
would still be in session considering 
the innumerable amendments the dem- 
ocrats would have offered to the hun- 
dreds of paragraphs in the tariff bill, 
and the United States senate wou'd 
still be in waiting for the bill to be 
sent over for its consideration. 

“The republican majority of the house 
with a clear majority in support of 
the tariff bill. would have been help- 


less in any effort to register its will, | 


because any resolution for a special 
rule to bring the bill to a vote would 
have had to be referred to the commit- 
tee on rules, dominated by Champ 
Clark, leader of the minority and 
leader of the efforts to prevent the 
enactment of the bill. 

“To put it in another way, the nom- 
inal republican majority would have 
been destroyed if al! the minority had 
cooperated with the so-called insur- 
gent republicans, and the very first 
pledge of the repub-ican national con_ 
vention and the republican president, 
Taft,. would have failed as com- 
pletely as though a democratic house 
of representatives had been elected 
instead of a house with a nominal re- 
publican majority of forty-six. 

“Your distinguished fellow citizen 
of Missour!, the Hon. Champ Ctiark, 
has done me the honor on several oc- 
ceasions lately to take issue with a 
remark made by me to the effeet that 
the fight against the rules of the house 
was a fight to prevent any tariff leg- 
isiation.” 

Basis of Watson's Charges. 

These are literal quotations from Mr. 
Cannon's Kansas City and are 
the basis of Mr. Watson's charges that 
“Speaker Cannon told his republican 
hearers that had it not been for the 
help of the democratic congressmen 
who came over to him last ihe 
republicans could not have passed tle 
Payne-Aldrich bill—that “he could not 
have got the kind of tariff law which 
the trusts wanted, had not the demo- 
cratic deserters gone to his relief.” 

If Mr. Clark was not intended by 
his resolution to hinder or defeat tar- 
iff legislation, as Cannon charges hv 
was, then the fate of the tariff legis- 
lation was not in the 


danger Cannon 
imagines; it was placed by Clark's 
resolution, and the democrats who vot- 
ed against Clark's resolution did not 
and could not by their votes have 
saved the Payne-Aldrich bill or in any 
way have adoption possible. 
The tssue did Clark in- 
tend to prevent tar- 
iff legis ation? resolution, 
if adopted, have tariff leg- 
islation? Because if he neither in- 
tended and the resolution itself could 
not prevent tariff legislation, the dem, 
ratic votes against resolution 
would not and could not have had the 
effect making the Payne-Aldrich 
bill possible. livery one must concede 
that Mr. Clark 1s best witness as 
to what he Intended and expected to 
accomplish by the passage of his reso- 
lution, and in 
March 15, 1909, when the question was 
up and decided, Mr. Clark satd: (Con- 
gressional Record, Page 6): 

“Mr. Clark, of Missouri. I will ex- 
plain so that there can not be any mis- 
take about that, because I have always 
tried to be frank with this house. The 
reason that was done is a double rea- 
son. In the first place, this extra 
session of congress ig called to revise 
the tariff; and in the second place, as 
far as I can ascertain, 
in favor of revising it down. I] may 
possibiy be mistaken about that.

urging in season and out of season 
for a lifetime, and that my distin- 
guished friend from Pennsylvania (Mr. 
Daizell), and my distinguished trienda 
from New York (Mr. Payne), and the 
speaker of this house, and Senator 
Aldrich should be more interested In 
revising and expediting a revision 
down than I am. (Laughter and ap 
plause on the democratic side). 
Did anybody ever hear of as ridiculous 
a lie as that? That was in the news- 
papers. So, in order to: get rid of 
that, we concluded to let the speaker 
appoint for this extra session only tbe 
committee on Ways and means, ana 
the committees that necessarily went 
with it. Now, that is the who.e thing.’ 

Clark Calls It a “Lie.” 

Here, then, you~ have Mr. C 
bald statement that the rumor he was 
attempting by his resolution “to hold 
up” tariff revision was a Again, 
on October last Associated 
Press reports Mr. Clark as saying at 
Sioux City, lowa, in reply to Cannons 
charges that the democratic fight on 
the house rules was to prevent tariff 
revision: 

“That is untrue, and is proven un- 
true by the resolution [ offered touch- 
ing upon the rules, which authorized the 
speaker to immediately appoint the 
committee on ways and means, and 
that committee is the one that had 
charge of the tariff bill.”

Did the 
insurgent republicans, who. were co- 
operating with Mr. Clark on March 15, 
intend by the adoption of the Clark 
resolution to hinder or prevent tariff 
legislation? Mr. Gardner, of Massa- 
chusetts, one of the leadimg republican 
insurgents, said in that debate: 

“Mr. Speaker, the alliance between 
the insurgents and the democrats goes 
merely to changing the rules... As to 
what happens when the committee is 
appointed, there is no ‘understanding 
under heaven (Applause on the demo- 
cratic side). A little while ago I heard 
some gentleman speak of us insurg- 
ents, asking if we were democrats. 
When it comes to carrying out the 
provisions of the republican national 
platform, I will match the republican- 
ism of the thirty-one insurgents 
against the the republicanism of 
man in the house. (Applause.) But if 
they are not republicans, the repub- 
lican party in their own homes will 
teach them that fact two years from 
now.

Rules Revision and Tariff Revision. 

There can be no clearer or more au- 
thoritative statement showing the ut- 
ter lack of connection between rules 
revision and tariff revision than the 
words uttered in the same debate by 
the great and lamented democrat, 
David A. DeArmond, of Missouri, when 
he said: 

“The same appointments may be 
made with reference to the committee 
on ways and means to deal with the 
tariff question, whether the Clark reso- 
lution or the Fitzgerald substitute be 
adopted, and by the same speaker. The 
one, the only question is whether or 
not there shall be a chance for this 
house to determine how it shall select 
its committees.” 

So much for the purposes of the 
chief actors as they are to be found in 
their words. Examine the Clark reso- 
lution, and not only does it not antag- 
onize tariff revision, but provides that 
Speaker Cannon himself, just elected 
speaker, shall appoint the ways and 
means committee, the minority mem- 
bers, aS well as the majority.

Mr. Clark of Missouri: “Mr. Speaker, 
l offer the following resolution.” 

Che Speaker: “The gentleman from 
Missouri offers a resolution, which the 
clerk will report.” 

The clerk read as foliows: 

“Ktesolved, That the rules of the 

house of representatives of the sixtieth 
congress be adopted as the rules of the 
house of representatives for the first 
Or extra session only of the sixty-first 
congress, which are continued in force 
during the said first session, with the 
following amendments to said rules of 
the sixtieth congress: 
“First. That the speaker be, and he 
is hereby, authorized to appoint the 
following committees and no others 
(unless he is hereafter specially au- 
thorized to appoint other committees 
by resolution of the house), viz.: The 
committee on ways and means, on 
printing, on accounts, on mileage, and 
on enrolled bills. 

“Second. that section 1 
where it relates to the 
rules, to amended to 
ioOws: 

“On rules,

Nelson, Evoris A. Hayes, Champ Clark, 
Oscar W. Underwood, Ollie H. James, 
Gilbert M. Hitehcock, James Hay. Al- 
bert Burleson and George W. Norris 
be, and they are hereby, elected and 
appointed members of the commit- 
tee on rules, with all the rights, pow- 
ers and privileges conferred upon the 
committee on rules by the rules of the 
house,. and in addition to the powers 
conferred upon them, they are hereby 
authorized and directed to revise, 
amend, simplify and codify the rules 
or procedure of the house and report 
their conclusions to the house of rep- 
resentatives on the first Monday in De- 
cember, 1909, which report ‘shall be 
of the highest privilege, and so re- 
main until disposed of by the house.

Olution shall be paid out of the con- 
tingent fund of the house, provided, 
that said committee on rules shall con- 
tinue to act until said report shall 
be acted upon by the house.” 

Terms of Clark Resolution. 

Now, whén it is shown by the terms 
of Clark's resolution that Speaker Can- 
non should appoint the committee to 
consider and report the-tariff bill, that 
a majority of Clark’s nominated com- 
mittee on rules voted for Cannon for 
speaker, and voted for the Payne-Al- 
drich bill, and voted for the rule by 
which it was finally passed, and to use 
Speaker Cannon’s own statement that 
there was in the house @& clear repub- 
lican majority favoring the Payne-Al- 
drich law of today, itis worsethan ab- 
surd to as Speaker Cannon did, 
that the democrats who voted against 
Clark’s resolution made it possible to 
pass the present tariff law, and when 
Mr. Watson quotes Cannon as proof 
that I and five other Georgia demo- 
crats are responsible for the present 
tariff law, adopts as proof an ab- 
surdity on face, a statement dis- 
proved by record and the words 
of men who chief actors in the 
event. 

I voted against 
and for Champ Clark. 1 
the rules of the sixtieth 
voted against the present tariff law 
in all of’ its legislative stages, and I 
opposed the alliance Clark made with 
the infsSurgent republicans, because he 
could/acecomplish nothing thereby of 
beneflt to the democratic party or the 
peopre.

These resolutions were introduced 
by girection of my colleagues, who 
agreed to them in the democratic cau- 
cus. They were voted down. The 
democrats had the power, with the ald 
of the republican insurgents, to de- 
feat Cannon for speaker, and to open 
the tariff bill to amendment in all of 
its scheduleg and paragraphs if the 
alllance had been made on this basis. 
The caucus turned down our resolu- 
tions, because it was said the insur- 
gent republicans would not agree to 
this basis of alliance. If they would 
not, and they did not, then it was a 
false pretense that they wanted to 
defeat Cannon for speaker and end 
Cannonism, and by the same token, it 
was a false pretense that they would 
desert the majority of their party in 
passing a tariff law. They, and they 
alone, are responsible for the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law, and they are respon- 
sible for Cannon being speaker and 
for all they denominate as Cannon- 
ism. Cannon stands for the repub- 
lican party, and Cannonism is repub- 
licanism in process of crystalizing 
into legislation. The jnsurgents are 
republicans first, last and all the 
time, and s0 proclaim themselves to 
the world. 

Movement to Change Rules. 

This rnovement to change the rules 
of the house by an alliance between 
the insurgents and democrats 
to be talked of in congress in 
uary.

ficiency of party organization on con- 
gress, and [, with five Georgians, who 
agreed on the subject, voted 10 amend 
Clark's resolution by substituting 
Fitzgerald's amendments, which ac- 
complished immediate and radical and 
beneficial changes in the rulés. To 
differ on such a question ts not to 
question or to abandon party faith. 
The sole question is, how to secyre 
the greatest efficiency In party organ- 
ization in a legislative body made up 
of two great national parties, each 
pledged to carry out the will of the 
people electing it. :

MONEY GIANTS’ BATTLE 
SENT THE STOCKS DOWN 


One of the Worst Weeks 
on Wall Street Since 
the Panic. 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, February 5.—-(Publishers'’ 
Press Special.)—Wall street trembled 
fhis week upon the verge of one of 
the most disastrous breaks since the 
panicky days of 1907. It was liter- 
ally and figuratively a battle of the 
money giants waged around and over 
the great copper merger which may 
yet exert the most baleful influence 
upon business and financial affairs of 
the country in the annals of recent 
years. Up and down, and up and down, 
with bedr raid after bear raid, finally 
consummating in a combined total drop 
of 8 to 9 points, the market sagged. 
And to,a@d to the gloom of the aitu- 
ation Fisk & Robinson, one of the big- 
gest bond houses in America, failed 
with $7,000,000 liabilities. But even 


the juggling of the giants, with stocks 
for the pawn, cannot shake the general 
prosperity of the country, so far has 
the recovery gone. With $9,600,000 lost 
in the copper stocks alone on Thurs- 
day, the railroads and industrial cor-

The Week's Fluctuations.

But, as I say, the integrity 
of general prosperous conditions is not 
It is true the railroads are 
staggering under a great burden of 
employee troubles, but by acting in 
concert this week, when sixty western 
and southwestern roads unitedly re- 
fused wage advances, it gave the men 
little change for retaliation.

Canadian Pacific will declare a divi- 
dend in two weeks, the size of which 
is unknown. The quarterly dividend of 
1% per cent declared by Pennsylvania 
this week shows an earning capacity 
of 6 per cent upon its stock for the 
current year.

IN WALL STREET 


‘| Apprehension on Felt Over Heavy 
Liquidation Has About 
Subsided. 


New York, February 5.—The action 
of the stock market today confirmed 
the impression made by yesterday’s 
market of a subsidence of the more 
acute apprehensions felt or professed 
over the business and political outlook. 
Part of this was due to the require- 
ments of the uncovered short interest, 
which bought stocks because there was 
no sign of further pressure of liquida- 
tion. Also assurances were exchanged 
between some of the operators in the 
market that ‘“‘things looked better at 
Washington.” The only published news 
from Washington bearing on stock 
market relations was the announce- 
ment that the federal incorporation 
bill, framed by the attorney general, 
will be ready for tntroduction in con- 
gress next week. The bear party in 
the speculation was somewhat intimi- 
dated by the evidence of substantial 
demand from investment sources at 
the level to which prices were forced 
by the week’s severe price decline. 
The foreign markets sent favorable 
influences, including a decline in the 
private discount rate in London and 
an expectation that reductions might 
be made next week in the official dis- 
count rates of the Bank of England 
and the Imperial Bank of Germany. 

Some attention was paid to the ju- 
dicial declaration in the so-called Dan- 
bury hatters’ case as an example of 
one phase of the working of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. News of the plac- 
ing of a note issue by the Hudson 
Tunnels Company was accepted as evVi- 
dence of an improvement in the fa- 
cility with which capital could be en- 
listed. Only faint attempts were made 
to contest the rising course of prices, 
a sharp reaction in the coppers after 
the opening measuring its greatest ex- 
tent. The buying on the advance, on 
the other hand, had some remaining 
signs of hesitation and caution. Prices 
receded before the close and the ap- 
pearance of the bank statement. 

Continued expansion of loans, in 
spite of the heavy stock market liqui- 
dation, is in line with the showing for 
several weeks past and must be 
ascribed to the process of ratification 
of the credit arrangements made last 
fall, when loans were shifted from the 
banks to avoid a deficit and at the 
same time save the speculative posi- 
tion. The present necessity for this 
rectification must be taken Into ac- 
count in estimating the causes of the 
week’s heavy liquidation of stocks. 
The large decrease in cash reserve was 
another surprise in the bank state- 
ment, as the known movements of the 
defrease shown by the actual figures 
reached over $10,000,000.

Chicago, February 6—Wheat and

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STIFFENING OF VALUBS 


MARKED COTTON MARKET 


Legitimate Influences Had More Attention Last Week 
Than for Some Time—Liberal Buying by the 
Foreign Spinners. 


Memphis, enn., February §.—(Pub- 
fishers’ Press Special.)—Legitimate in-~ 
fluences had more attention paid them 
in the cotton market of the past week 
than for somie time, and the natural 
consequence was a stiffening of values 
and gradual rise in quotations, being 
about at their best at the close of the 
period. The period was without hap- 
penings that partook of the spectacu- 
lar, and trading was confined to oper- 
ations on a moderate scale, the big 
professionals appearing to be hands 
off and allowing the market to adjust 
itself to natural conditions growing 
out of the question of supply and de- 
mand. Price fluctuations were con- 
spicuously narrow, and the range from 
the lowest to the highest was only 68 
points for the May option in New York, 
which fairly reflected old crop posi- 
tions in. domestic speculative markets. 
The new crop months were not so ac- 
tive proportionately as for several 
weeks preceding, and changes therein 
were small. 

The spot situation asserted itself 
more than for a long time, and while 
there is still no big rush about buying, 
evidence increases that. there is much 
need for the raw materfal, and that 
spinners have gotten to a point where 
they cannot be so independent about 
supplies. Much of the buying has come 
frcm the middleman, who accepted 
business on a basis of futures when 


but ft has nevertheless helped the spot 
situation materially. Liberal buying 
and calling of cotton by the foreigner 
Spinner through Liverpool has also 
been one of the helpful factors, for it 
has emphasized the fact that business 
prospects in that direction are not so 
bad, and that the statistica] situation 
is forcing itself more seriously on their 
minds. The 22,000 bales sold Saturday 
at the best prices for the week reflect- 
ed the manner of their waking up. The 
movement to market has beeh even 
smaller than anticipated, the week's 
insight being about 200,000 bales less 
than for similar time last year, much 
less than half. Spinners took 291,000 
bales American, which made the visible 
supply statement very bullish. The de- 
crease of American was 158,000 bales, 
as compared with a decrease last year 
of 81,000, and compared with a year 
ago there is a deficit of 1,027,000 bales 
American. Such figures tell their own 
stcry and anticipation of them was one 
of the chief causes for the upturn and 
strength in prices, 

The bear crowd appeared to be act- 
ing with more conservatism and 
offering little, though profits were 
accepted by some and _ the bulges 
found some of the professionals will- 
ing to sell for a scalp. They, too, 
were giving weight to the rapidly 
diminishing supply. Unsettlement in 
the security market and a wave of 
liquidation and bear activity that sent 
quotations tumbling without any fresh 
or good reason mitigated against the 
rise in the cotton market and re- 
stricted improvement in spinning cir-

It had to pass through many 
before it reached the consumer. 
The trust was partly in imagination, 
though, of course, no one knew or 
would say that there was not a silent 
understanding between the different 
meat packers, though they appeared to 
have separate interests. 

The percentages of gain among the 
packers was, or is, from 3 per cent to 
8 per cent. 

Some of the causes of the high prices 
of meat were the small amount of 
cattle raised now. Although the popu- 
lation had increased, the number of 
cattle raised had decreased. There is 
not enough meat to go around, at least 
of the choicest parts, so that inferior 
parts sell high also. Another reason, 
years ago people who now get high 
wages—working people—did not buy 
so much. Now they want luxuries, and 
they want this luxury at the price of 
a necessity, and so complain of the 
high prices 

Investigation shows that other artl- 
cles are higher in price as well as meat. 
The root of the trouble is the tariff. 
In Canada we may enjoy a fine, juicy 
steak at 25 cents, but step over the 
border-and we must pay 60 cents for 
the same kind of meat. This explains 
the trouble with all other articles on 
the tariff list.

The New Law a Great Educa- 


tional and Patriotic Meas- 
ure---An Admirable 
Pamphlet. 
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GEORGIA DAY. 


“Georgia Day is hereafter to 
be celebrated in the public schools 
of this state on the 12th of each 
February. as the result of a law 
enacted by the recent general as- 
sembly, designating that date for 
such purpose. 

“The measure wag introduced 
by Senator John M. Slaton at 
the request of the Georgia Day 
committee of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, Mrs. John 
M. Graham, chairman. 

“By the terms of this measure, 
the 12th of each February is set 
aside to be commemorated in 
the common schools of the state 
as the anniversary of the land- 
ing of the first colonists in Geor- 
gia under Oglethorpe. One unt- 
versally-observed occasion of this 
nature will unquestionably be of 
more instructive value to the 
school children of the state than 
many months of drv text-book 
study.” —(Atlanta Constitution of 
August 15, 1909.) 
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Now that we are about to have the 
first observance of Georgia Day under 
the Georgia Dav law, it is to be hoped 
that all chepters of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution in Geor- 
gia wil! observe the day, or do some- 
thing to increase the tnterest of the 
schoo! children in its observance. This 
rav be done bv awarding prizes for 
ecmpositions, recitations, ete., and at- 
tending exercises the schools on 
that day. 

The Georgia Dav law ts a great edu- 
cational and patriotic measure, and al- 
does not establish a legal 
and provides onlv for exer- 
cises in the schools, it will do more 
than all the legal holidays together 
to foster patriotism and state pride 
in the rising generations of Georgia. 
Instead of turning the children out of 
#chool for a holiday, {t requires them 
to leatm something of their state, its 
history, its resources, and its distin- 
guished men and women. 

Great credit is due Hon. ere M. 
Pound, state school commissioner. and 
Mises Mildred Rutherford, member of 
the Georgia Dav committee of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
for the admirable pamphlet prepared 
by Miss Rutherford and issued by the 
state schoo] commissioner for use in 
the schoo!s on Georgia’ Day. 

Some time ago Mr. Pound wrote to 
the chairman of the Georgia Day com- 
mittee. D. A. R., Mrs. John M. Gra- 
ham, referring to whmt had been done 
by the committee in procuring the pas- 
sage of the Georgia Day law, and re- 
questing that the committee furnish 
him with suggestions for a program 
to be used on that day. 

Mrs. Graham, after submitting sug- 
gestions, referred him to Miss Ruth- 
erford, a member of that com- 
mittee, and wrote to her requesting 
that she give the desired assistance, 
and so did Mr. Pound. Miss Ruther- 
ford then prepared the pamphlet men- 
tioned. It is a book of 47 pages, in 
an attractive cover, with a picture of 
the Georgia flag in colors, and con- 
tains a great fund of information, 
irteresting to adults as well as to 
school children; exercises adapted to 
pupils of all grades, poems, songs, and 
prose selections from Georgia authors. 
General Henry R. Jackson's “Red Old 
Hills of Georgia” is given with music 
by Rev. N. Keff Smith. 

Copies of the pamphlet have been 
forwarded to all the public schoois. 
As the 12th of February this year, 
falls on Saturday, the schoo! celebra- 
tions will be held on Friday.

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A LAUDABLE UNDERTAKING 


Prof. Joseph T. Derry Talks of 
the Work and Tells of Life 
of Heroic Confederate. 


One of the most laudable of the 
many praisworthy enterprises of The 
Georgta Division of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy is the raising of a 
permanent fund to be known as the 
“Francis Bartow Memorial,” the inter- 
est of which shall be used for the pro- 
motion of education in such a Manner 
as the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy may decide upon. 

By special request, I give a brief 
sketch of the illustrious Georgian in 
whose honor this memorial has been 
named. 

Francis S. Bartow was born in Sa- 
vannah, Ga., September 6, 1816; was 
gradyated at Franklin college (Uni- 
versity of Georgia in 1835). After 
studying at the law s¢ehool, New Ha- 
ven, Conn., and being admitted to the 
bar, he quickly won high distinction. 
Soon after he was married to the ac- 
complished daughter of Hon. John Me- 
Pherson Berrien, who, great in every 
post of honor to which either the na- 
tional government or Georgia called 
him, was especially distinguished 4s 
United States senator. The worthy 
son-in-law of such a man, Francis Ss. 
Bartow rose rapidly to eminence at 
the bar and in the legislature of Geor. 
gia. Of high social standing and 
great persona! magnetism, he could 
have risen to prominence in the coun- 
cils of the confederacy, had he not cho- 
sen service in the field. 

Member of Congress. 

He was a member of the Provision- 
al Congress, which assemblcd at Mont- 
Ala., February 4, 1861, and 
was made chairman of the mfitary 
committee, being especially qualified 
for the position from the fact that he 
was captain of one of Georgia's fines!

It Is 
claimed for this company that it was 
the first to tender its services for the 
Their offer was immedi- 


ately accepted. It was ordered to Vir- 
ginia, and being attached to the Eighth 
Georgia regiment, of which Bartow 
was elected colonel. received at the 
first Manassas its baptism of fire, mak- 
ing a worthy beginning of the spien- 
did service which closed only when the 
flag of the company was forever 


furled. 

On May 21. 1861, under the lead of 
their gallant captain, they left Savan- 
nah for Virginia. Within two short 
months upon the field of Manassas, 
Bartow, leading a brigade, fell mor- 
tally wounded in the moment when 
victory beamed upon the confederate 


armies. 

The death of Bartow, of Georgia, 
and Bee, of South Carolina, at the same 
moment of triumph, was a trumpet call 
that roused in all the noble youth of 
the south the firm resolve to Bravely 
conquer or, like them, to die. 

The twelfth of February, the anni- 
versary of Oglethorpe’s landing at Sa- 
vannah, {is Georgia Day, and on that 
occasion the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy hope to see every one wearing 
one of the little Georgia flags which 
they are selling for the benefit of the

With a Retinue of More Than 100 Natives, 
the Cartoonist’s Party Plunges Into the 
Heart of the Big Game Country. The 
Interesting and Often Exciting Life 
En Route Is Described in Faithful Detail

When I first expressed my intention 
of coming to East Africa to shoot big 
game some friends remarked, in sur- 
prise: “Why. I didn't know that you 
were so bloodthirsty!’ They seemed to 
think that the primary object of such 
an expedition was to slay animals, 
none of which had done anything to 
me, and that to wish to embark in 
any such ‘project was an evidence of 
bloodthirstiness. I trieq to explain 
that I had no particular grudge 
against any of the African fauna, or 
flora, for that matter, and that the 
thing I chiefly desired to do was to 
get out in the open, far from the pic- 
ture postcard, and enjoy experience 
which could not help being wonderful 
and strange and perhaps exciting. The 
shooting of animals merely for the 
sake of killing them is, of course, not 
an elevating sport, but the by-prod- 
ucts of big game hunting in Africa are 
among the most delightful and: inspir- 
ing of all experiences. For weeks or 
months you live a nomadic tent life 
amid surroundings so different from 
what you are accustomed to that one 
is both mentally and physically re- 
juvenated. You are among strange 
and savage people, in strange and sav- 
age lands, and always threatened by 
strange and savage animals. The life is 
new and the scenery new. There is 
adventure and novelty in every day 
of such a life. and it is that phase of 
it that has the most insistent appeal. 
It is the call of the wild to which the 
pre-Adamite monkey in our nature 
responds, and it is because of that that 
I am here—seated in a tent on the 
Jana river with the langorous mur- 
mur of Africa in my ears. 

Even if one never used his rifle he 
would still enjoy life ‘‘on safari.” ‘“‘Sa- 
fari’ is an Arabic word meaning ex- 
pedition as it is understood in this 
country. If vou go on any sort of a 
trip you are “on safari.” It need not 
be a shooting trip. 

Details Are Omitted. 

Of course everybody who has read 
the magazines of the last vear has 
been more or less familiarized with 
African hunting. He has read of the 
amount of game that the author has 
killed and of the narrow escapes that 
he has had. ' 

He also has read about expeditions 
into districts with strange names, but 
naturally these names have meant 
nothing to him. [I know that I read 
reams of African stuff about big game 
shooting and about “safari,” yet in 
spite of all that, I remained in the 
dark as to many details of such a life. 
I wanted to know what kind of money 
or trade stuff the hunter carried; 
what sort of things he had to eat each 
what he wore, and how he got 
from place to place Most writers 
have a way of saying: “We equipped 
our safari in Nairobi and made seven 
marches to such and such a place, 
where we ran into some excellent 
eland.” All the important small de- 
tails are thus left out, and the reader 
remains in ignorance of what the tent 
boy does, who skins the game that {fs 
killed. and what sort of a cook stove 
they use. 

The purpose of this story is to tell 
something about the little things that 
happen “on safari.” First of all, at

“a safari,”’ such as the one I am now 
with. < 
Party and Its Objects 

There are four white people in this 
expedition—Mr. and Mrs. Akeley, Mr. 
Stephenson, and myself. Mr. Akeley 
is here to get a group of five ele- 
phants for the American Museum of 
Natural History, and. incidentally, to 
get photographic and moving picture 
records of animal life. Both he and 
Mrs. Akeley have been here before, 
and know the country as thoroughly 
perhaps as any who have ever been 
here. Mr. Akeley undoubtely is the 
foremost taxidermist of the world, and 
his work is famous wherever African 
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animal life has been studied. Mr. 
Stephenson is here for the experience 
in African shooting, and I am here 
for that experience and any other sort 
that may turn up. 

To supply an expedition of four 
white people we have one headman, 
whose duty it is to run the safari— 
that is. to get us where we want to 
go. The success and pleasure of the 
safari depends almost wholly upon the 
headman. If he is weak, the discipline 
of the camp will disappear and all 
sorts of annoyances will steadily in- 
crease, If he is strong, everything 
vill run smoothly. 

Our headman is a young Somali 
named Abdi. For several years he 
was with Mr. McMillan, of Juja farm, 
and he speaks English well and knows 
the requirements of white men. He 
is strikingly handsome, efficient, and 
rules the native porters firmly and 
Kindly. Each day we pat ourselves 
on the back because of Abdi. 


Daties of Gunbearers, 


Second in the list come our four 
gurbearers, all Somalis, they being 
considered the best gunbearers. The 
duty of the gunbearer is to always be 
with you when you are hunting, to 
carry your gun, and to have it in 
ycur hand the instant it is needed. 
Then there are four second gunbear- 
ers Who come along just behind the 
first gunbearers. The second men 
are. in our case, selected from the 
rative porters and are subject to the 
orders of the first gunbearer. The 
first gunbearer carries your field 
glasses and your light, long range 
rife; the second gunbearer carries 
your camera, your water bottle. and 
your heavy cordtte doupble barreled 
rifie. In cJose quarters, as in a lion 
fight, the first gmwunbearer crouches at 
your elbow, hands the big rifie to 
you; you fire and he immediatcly takes 
the rifle and places in your hands 
the other rifle ready for firing. By 
the time you have fired this one the 
first is again ready, and in this way 
you always have a loaded rifie ready 
for use. There frequently is no time 
for turning around, and so the first 
gunbearer ig at your elbow. with the 
barrel of one rifle pressed against 
your right leg, so that you may know 
that he is there. Sometimes they run 
away, but the Somali gunbearers are 
the most fearless and trustworthy 
and seldom desert in time of need. 
The gunbearer has instructions never 
to fire unless his master is disarmed 
and down before the charge of a 
beast. When an animai is killed the 
gunbearerg skin it and care for the 
trophy. Usually when on a shooting 
jaunt of several hours from camp 
several porters go along to carry home 
the game. 


‘Deon’t Forget the Cook. 


Third in the social scale comes the 
askaris—armed natives in uniforms 
who guard the safari while on the 
march and guard the camp at night. 
One Or more patrol the camp all 
night long, keep up the fires, and 
scare away any marauding lion or 
hyena that may approach the camp. 
We have four askKaris, one of whom is 
the noisiest man I've ever heard. He 
reminds me of a congressmgn when 
ecngress ig not in session. 

Then comes the cook. He is quite 
an important member of the com- 
munity and much of the “pleasure of 
the safari depends upon him. Our 
ccok is one that the Akeleys had on 


addeqd age have impaired his speed. 
His name is Abdullah, he has a jovia! 
fuce and a beaming smile, cookg well, 
and is funny to look at. He wears a 
sicuch hat with a read band around it, 
a Khaki sult, and heavy shoes. When 
on the march he carries his shoes ani 
when in camp he wears a blue jersey 
and a polka-dotted apron, which takes 
the place of trousers. He is good- 
natured, which atoneg for his slow- 
ness. The suggestion may be made 
that he may not be slow, but that our 
appetites may be so fast that he seems 
slow, but thig is not true. He is slow,

Boys Go for Fun. 


The cook usually picks out a likely 


porter to help him, or a “toto,” which 
means “little bov'’’ in Swahili. There 
ere always a lot of boys who come 
along, unofficially, just for the fun 
and the food of the trip. They are 
not hired, but come as stowaways, and 
for the first few days out they remain 
much in the background. Gradually 
they appear more and mere until all 
chance of their being sent back has 
disappeared, and then they become 


} established members of the party. 


They carry small loads and help 
brighten up the camp. Then there 
are the tent boys, personal servants 
of the white people. Each white per- 
SOn has a tent boy, who takes care 
of his tent, hig bedding, hig bath, his 
clcthes, and all his personal effects. 
A good tent boy is a great feature on 
Safari, for he relieves his master of 
all the little worries of life. They also 
wait on the table and do the washing 
for their masters. They also see that 
all drinking water is boiled and filt- 
ered and that the water bottles are 
filled each evening. 

Last of all come the porters, of 
whom we have eighty. There are 
Swahilis, Wakambas, Kikuyus, Inyam- 
wezis, Lumbwas, Bagandas, Kaviron- 
does and doubtless members of various 
other tribes. It is their duty to carry 
the camp from place to place, each 
porty carrying about sixty pounds on 
his head. When they arrive at the 
spot selected for camp they put up the 
tents, get in firewood, and carry in 
what game may later be shot by the 
white men. 

Then, lowest in the social scale, are 
the syces, or grooms. There is one 
for each mule, of which we have four. 
The:rsyce is always at hand to hold 
the mule and is supposed to take care 
of the mule after hours.

The headman and the four gunbear- 
ers get 75 rupees a month, the askaris 
15 rupees, the cook 40 rupees, the tent 
boys 20 and 25 rupees, depending upon 
experience, the porters 10 rupees and 
the syces 12 rupees. The totos get 
nothing except food and lodging, as 
well as experience, which may be val- 
uable when they grow up to be por- 
ters at 10 rupees a month. So our 
pay roll is 1,398 rupees a month, and 
a rupee is about 33 cents American. 
We are also required by law to pro- 
vide a water bottle, blanket and 
sweater for each porter, as well as 
uniforms and water bottles, shoes and 
blankets for all the other members of 
the party. We also supply twenty tents 
for them. 

For the first day or two on safari 
there may be little hitches and delays, 
but after a short time the work is re- 
duced to a beautiful system and camp 
is broken or pitched in a remarkably 
short time. The porters get into the 
habit of carrying a certain load and 
so there is usually little confusion in 
distributing the pacxs. 

The Morning Routine. 


Life and activity begin early in camp 
life. You go to bed early and before 
dawn you are awakened by the sing- 
ing of countless birds of many kinds. 
The air is fresh and cool, and you 
draw your woolen blankets a little 
closer around you. The tent is closed, 
but through the little cracks you can 


gee that all is still dark. In a few 


moments a faint grayness steals into 
the air, and off in the half darkness 
you hear the Somali gunbearers 
chanting their morning prayers—soft, 
musical and soothing. Then there are 
more voices murmuring in the ‘air 
and the camp slowly awakens to life. 
Someone is heard chopping wood, and 
by that time day breaks with a crash. 
All is life, and the birds are singing 
as though mad with joy of life and sun- 
shine. A little later a shadowy figure

The basin is supported on 
a three-pronged stick thrust tnto the 
ground and makes a horoughly satis- 
factory washstand. 
of the cook's tent is burning merrily, 


= 

and he and his assistants are busily 
at work on the morning breakfast. 
Twenty other camp fires are burning 
around the twenty small white tents 
that the porters and others occupy, and 
scores of half-clad natives are cooking 
their breakfasts. The ration that we 
are required to give them is a pound 
and a half of ground corn a day for 
cach man, but in good hunting coun- 
try we get them a good deal of meat 
to eat. They are very fond of harte- 
beest, zebra, rhino, and especially 
hippo. In fact, they are eager to eat 
any kind of meat, so that anything we 
kill ig certain to be of practical use as 
food for the porters. This fact greatly 
relieves the conscience of the man who 
shoots an animal for its fine horns. Six 
porters sleep in each of the little shel- 
ter tents which we are required to 
supply them, and the number sleeping 
80 closely packed serves to keep them

By 6 o'clock our folding table in the 
mess tent ts laid with white linen and 
white enamel dishes for breakfast. Sw 
we take our places. If we are in a 
fruit country we have some oranges or 
bananas Or papayas, a sort of pawpaw 
that is most delicious; it {is a cross be- 
tween a cantaloupe and a mango. Then 
we have oatmeal with evaporated cream 
and sugar; then we have choice cuts 
from some animal that was killed the 
day before—usually the liver or the 
tenderloin. Then we have eggs and 
finish up On jam or marmalade and 
honey. We have coffee for breakfast 
and tea for the other meals, 

While we are eating the tent boys 
have packed our tin trunks, our fold- 
ing tent table, our cots, and our pil- 
lows, cork mattresses and blankets. 
The gunbearer gets our two favorite 
rifles and cameras, fleld glasses, and 
water bottles. Then down comes the 
double-roofed green tent, ail is wrap- 
ped into a closely packed bag, and be- 
fore we are through with breakfast al! 
the tented village has disappeared and 
only the mess tent and the two little 
cutlying canvas shelters remain. It is 
a scene of great activity. Porters are 
busily making up their packs and the 
headman and the askaris are busy di- 
recting them. In a half hour all that 
remains is a scattered as#gortment of 
bundles, all neatly bound up in stout 
cords. 

System in Packing. 

One man may carry a tent bag and 

poles, another a tin uniform case with 
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a shotgun strapped on top; another 
may have a bedding roll and a chair 
or table. And go on, until the whole 
outfit is reduced to eighty compact 
bundles which include the food for the 
porters, the antproof food boxes with 
our own food, and the horns and sking 
of our trophies. The work of break- 
ing camp is reduced to a science. 
Qur gunbearers are waiting and the 
syces with the mules are in readiness. 
So we start off, usually walking for 
the first hour or two, with gunbearers 
and syces and mules trailing along 
behind. Soon afterward we look back 
to see the long procession of porters 
following along in single file. Our 
tent boys carry our third rifle, and 
behind them all comes the headman, 
ready to spur on any lagging porters. 
The early morning hours are bright 
and cool, but along about 9 o'clock 
the equatorial sun begins to beat down 
upon our heavy sun helmets and our 
red-lined and padded spine protectors. 
But it is seldom hot for long. A 
cloud passes across the sun and in- 
stantly everything is cooled, A wave 
of wind sweeps across a hill and cools 
the moist brow like a camphor com- 
press. An instant later the sun is out 
again and the land lies swimming in 
the shimmer of heat waves. Distant 
hills swim on miragic lakes, and if we 
are in plains country the mirages 


appear upon all sides. 


Into the Game Country. 

shoot while on a march 
from camp to camp. We walk or 
ride along, watching the swarms of 
game that. slowly move away as we 
approach., The scenery is beautiful. 
Sometimes we wind along on gache 
trails or native trails through vast 
parklike stretches of rolling hills; at 
other times we climb across low hills

studded with thorn scrub, while off 
in the distance rise the blue hills and 
mountains. To the northward, al- 
ways with us, is great Mount Kenta. 
18,000 feet high and nearly always 
veiled with masses of clouds. Or her 
slopes are great droves of elephants, 
and we pick out the spot where three 
years ago Mrs. Akeley killed her ele- 
phant with the record-pair of tusks. 

Our marches are seldom long. At 
noon or even earlier we arrive at our 
new camping place, 10 or 12 miles 
from our starting of the morning. Fre- 
quently we loiter along so that the 
porters may get there first and the 
camp be fully established when we 
arrive early and pick out a spot where 
ticks and malaria are not likely to be 
bothersome. 


_ Where the Party Camped. 

We usually camp near a river. Our 
first camp was on the Athi plains, 
near Nairobi; our gecondg at Nairobi 
falls, where the river plunged down 
a 60-foot drop in a spot of great 
beauty. Our third camp was on the 
Irduruga river in a beautiful but ma- 
lerious spot; our fourth was at Athi 
falls, a heavenly spot; our fifth was 
on the Thika Thika river, where it 
was so cold in the morning that the 
vapor of our breathing was visible, 
and our. sixth on a wind-blown hil), 
where a whirlwind blew down. our 
mess tent and scattered the cook's fire 
until the whole grass veldt was in 
furious flames. It took 100 of our 
men an hour to put out the flames. 

Our next camp was at Fort Hall, 
where a poisonous snake came into 
my tent while I was working. It 
crawled under my chair and was by 
mv feet when I saw it. It was chased 
out and killed in the grass near my 
tent, and a porter cut out the fangs 
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but after that I ceaseg to think of it. 

Since then our camps have been 
along the Tana river, in a beautiful 
ccuntry thronged with game, but, un- 
happily, a district into which com- 
paratively few hunters come on ac- 
ccunt of the fever that is said to pre- 
vail here. We were obliged to leave 
our mules at Fort Hall because it 
was considered certain death to them 
if we brought them into this big veldt. 

How the Camp Looks. 

When the porters arrive at a camp- 
ing place a good spot is picked out 
) for our four tents and mess tent, the 
cook tent is located, and in a short 
time the camp is ready. In my tent 
the cot is ready, with blankets airing; 
the mosquito net ig up, the table is 
ready, with toilet articles, books, and 
cigars laid out. The three tin uniform 
cases are in their places, my cameras 
are in their places, as are also the 
guns and lanterns. A floor cloth cov- 
er; the ground and a long, easy chair 
is ready for occupancy. Towels and 
Water are ready and pajamas and 
cholera belt are on fhe pillow of the 
cot Everything is done that should 
ba done, and I am immediately in a 
well-established house with all my 
favorite articles in their accustomed 
places. 

A. luncheon, with fruit, meat, curry 
and a pastry is ready by the time we 
are, and then we smoke or sleep 
through the broiling midday hours. 
Mr. Stephenson—or-‘‘Fred,” as he is 
with us—and I then go out on a scout- 
ing expedition and look for good speci- 
rmens to add to our collection of horns 
or to get food for the porters. Some- 
times the whole party goes out, either 
photographing charging rhinos or 
shooting, but this part of the daily 
program is usually too varied to gen- 
eralize as part of the daily doings. 
Several porters go with each of us 
to bring in the game, which there is 
rarely any uncertainty of securing. 

Baths Ready at Night. 

In the evening we return and find 
our baths of hot water ready. We 
take off our heavy hunting boots and 
slip into the soft mosquito boots. After 
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which dinner ts ready, and our menu 
is strangely varied. , Sometimes we 
have Kongoni steaks, at other times 
we have the heart of water buck or 
the liver of bush buck or impala. Twice 
we had rhino tongue and once rhino 
tail soup. We eat, and at 6 o'clock 
the darkness of night suddenly spreads 
over the land, We talk over our sev- 
eral adventures of the afternoon, some 
of which may be quite thrilling, and 
then, with camp chairs drawn around 
the great camp fire and with the sen- 
tinel askari pacing back and forth, 
we spend a drowsy hour in talking. 
Gradually the sounds of night come 
on. Off there a hyena is howling or 
a zebra is barking, and we know that 
through all those shadowy masses of 
trees the beasts of prey are creeping 
forth for their night’s hunting. The 
porters’ tents are ranged in a wide 
semi-circle, and their camp fires show 
little groups of men squatting about 
them. Somewhere one is playing a tin 
flute, another is playing a French harp 
and some are singing. It is a picture 
never to be forgotten, and rich with 
a charm that will surely always send 
forth its call to the restless soul of 
the man who goes back to the city. 
Sometimes the evening program is 
different. When,one of us brings in 
some exceptional. trophy there is a 
great celebration with singing and na- 
tive dances, and cheers for the Bwana 
who did the heroic deed. The first 
lion in a camp is a signal for great 
rejoicing and _  celebrating—-however, 
that is another story—the story of my 
first lion.

At 9 o’clock the tents are clos 
all the camp is quiet in sleep. 
side in the darkness the askari 
to and fro, and the thick masses of 
foliage stand out in inky blackness 
against the brilliant tropic night. We 
are far from civilization, but one has 
as great a feeling of security as 
though he were surrounded by chim- 
neys and electric lights. And no sleep 
is sweeter than that which has come 
after a day’s marching over sun-swept 
hills or through the tangled reed heds 
where every sense must always be or 
the alert for hidden dangers.

The present increased general inter- 
est and activity in charitable and cor- 
rectional work should, more fairly, be 
attributed to increase and density of 
population, conspicuous wealth and 
peverty, and remarkable facilities of 
communicating, than to any difference 
in the ratio and quality of prevalent 
moral and philanthropic enthusiasm. 

Modern charity, both tn its spirit and 
method, is a more reasonable thing 
than it was fifty years ago: It is 
characterized with that wisdom which 
sees the essential unity and mutuality 
of all humar interests, knows that 


individual] misfortune is also a public 
injury—-an economic loss the public 
inust ultimately pay. Tentative partial 
poor relief is now seen to be poor 
economy; so that the personal and 
churchly dole of earlier times are giv- 
ing way to more systematic and thor- 
ough methods. 

The totality of current charitable en- 
deavor now gratifyingly organjzed, 
and advantageously somewhat secular- 
ized, lacks as yet complete unity of its 
voluntary and governmental grand di- 
visions. But, already charity organiza- 
ticn has enabled and instituted pro- 
found research for causes, bringing to 
light the intimate relation that exists 
between dependency and crime; and, by 
means of trained charity workers the 
ministrations are much improved. So- 
cial ills are not now so generally at- 
tributed to a neglectful or punitive 
Providence; nor are defective and de- 
linquent individuals so severely blamed 
as they were for their own faultiness. 
Research has disclosed antecedents and 
environments quite beyond the indi- 
vidual control which reasonably ac- 
ccunt for much; and, at the same time, 
emphasize the importance of proper 
regulations of present conditions with 
a view to the future. Thus, the chari- 
table activities of today are somewhat 
scientized. This is also evident in the 
changed tone of the charity conven- 
ticns—the sentimentalism of the earlier 
conventions is, happily, latterly re- 
placed with the spirit of scientific in- 
quiry. 

Since about 1860,

control by means of the state charity 
commissions, so many of which have 
Since been created. Both the volun- 
tary and authoritative charity organi- 
zations still exist with some conse- 
quent, not antagonistic, but infelicitous 
exercise of function. Apparently there 
is a strong present tendency toward 
blending the two into one harmonious 
governing agency, which shall be com- 
rletely controlled and the charities 
mainly supported by the atate. There 
iS a measure of appropriateness in this 
proposition for, in truth, there is act- 
ual identity of wise phflanthropy and 
the public economy which is a depart- 
ment of political science and so pecu- 
larly an executive function of the 
state. Federation of voluntary charity 
organizations is a favorable prelimi- 
nary to such a merger. The movement 
is active in a number of cities, and in 
Cleveland, Ohio, and Elmira, N. Y., al- 
ready it is accomplished and with 
good results. 

Tt is claimed and believed that the 
very best contribution voluntaryism 
can make to charity, whether it be of 
money or service, is that which finds 
its object through the orderly intelli- 
gent instrumentality of the organized 
state government. Voluntaryism, under 
guidance of official experts, will be 
mainly devoted to relief and remedy of 
existing ills; but the state govern- 
mental agency will drive directiy~at 
the negotiable sources of the evils. 
The indications are now more clear 
that as we advance into the twentieth 
century the predominant aim of public 
charity will be to stifle causes and 
prevent occasion for charity. , 

Philanthropists of the present time 
are less confident that the present 
status of affairs can, by any human 
agency, be essentially changed. We 
have learned Or are learning that the 
limit of. possible present benefits of 
charity lies within the passing minis- 
tration of help to the needy; strong 
repression of open evils; exercise of a 
steadying influence on conflicting in- 
terests; that the reasonable hope of 
permanent social berefits depend on 
wise measures and wise use of them 
directed, for effect, upon the future gen- 
erations. 

Marked change and hcpeful sign are 
seen in the greater importance at- 
tached and attention given, in the 
modern philanthropy, to material in 
distinction from incorporeal conditions 
sid interventions, particularily as re- 
lates to the children and youth. But 
for this it must be said that the family 
and church have lost caste as useful 
centers for accomplishing such a per- 
manent social benefit. 

Early and desirable formative type 
of family life is rarely, now, found 
among that large division of the popu- 
lation which mostly supplies oceca- 
sion for chesities and correction. Im-

and industria) changes, 
obliterated that kind of 
justified the axiom, “The Familv che

other, institutions: that embrace most 
of the young of the Feneration. it 
seems amazing. The erstwhile apathy 
of educators, managers or charities 
and of the general Public is astou) d- 
ing. That they should remain satis- 
fied with antiquated routinism for 
imaginary spiritual and moral impres- 
sion and with the medievalism of our 
pedagogy. In this connection ft is 
Significant that 10,000 young men fel- 
ont og tage to the Elmira Reforma- 

ye Tully ¢ per cent had previous}: 
had experience in reform scheaia ta 
delinquents, or in institutions for de- 
pendents, or in jails and short-term 
prisons intended for misdemeanants 
and some of them had served in the 
State prison for high Crime ta 
while most of the 10.900 ‘clatmed ie 
have attended the cOmmon schools. €” 
per cent were practically, if not tee)- 
nically, illiterate, and 89 per cent had 
no suitable industrial ability. 

Boise, in his great work “The Sei. 
ence of Penology—1899.”" gives offict< 
al figures Showing that of the manv 
millions of registered schoo! pupils tn 
the United States, 31.6 per cent were 
always absent, and 68.239 per cent te. 
regular attendants. Now, when wea 
recall that more than 25 per cent of 
the school pupils suffer from needlesea 
impeding morbidities; that the same 
ratio of the inmates received at the 
Elmira reformatory are diagnosed as 
tuberculosis, Ferri’s estimate that 
per cent of dependency and crime 
could be prevented by proper care 
devoted to the young in the charities 
and schools does not seem extrava- 
gant. 

It is encouraging to note that not 
so much as formerly, in this youthful 
pliant field, nor indeed, anywhere else. 
is now sought the virtues of rectitude 
and economic value, by mere precept 
and memory of moral maxims: but 
more effectively by means of indi- 
vidual education with all that term 
in its wide significance, implies. As 
an indication of this cnange, last Sun- 
day the church contribution was de- 
voted, not as has some times been, to 
the purchase of testaments, tracts and 
mottoes for the children of the local 
orphanage, but to buy tools and’ pro- 
vide instruction for the boys of the 
orphanage in manual training. Every- 
where, too, is observed, as related to 
secondary educational interests, an 
awakening from the long time stupid 
somnolence to lively regard for self- 
preserving culture—regard for bodilv 
health and development, manual and °* 
technical dexterity, and a comfortable 
self-control. It is the new birth of 
biological, psychologic and economic 
science directed to the social welfare 
particularily by way of the schools 
and charities. It is a change of 
opinion, as to principles, too slowly, 
but more and more now-a-days ap- 
plied to practical problems. 

The modern spirit of charity some- 
what effects penology, alleviating 
rigors, minimizing the motive of prof- 
it: and the hope and methods of 
reformations are considerably ration- 
alized. Within fifty years the cur- 
rent theory of crime and the treat- 
ment of criminals have materially 
changed; and some accordant changes 
of prison management have also oc- 
curred. But, this article wants space 
for any proper statement of such al- 
terations. It must suffice to indl- 
cate the change of theory by the Drief- 
est possible mention of the underlying 
principles of the American reforma- 
tory prison system, first advocated at 
Cincinnati in 1870; inaugurated at E!- 
mira in 1876, generally opposed at 
first, but now almost universally ap- 
proved. Under this system: 

The traditional punishment theory 
is substituted with the object of the 
public protection. 

The punitive (time) sentence system 
{is changed to reformative (indetermi- 
nate) sentence. 

The notion of soul-saving by means 
of miraculous conversions is now held 
subservient to, rehabilitation by & 
rational reformation. 

The state no more assumes to [res- 
pass upon the mystic field of the soul's 
relation, but instead aims to change 
the character so as to promote the 
public security. The state, while in 
all things endeavoring .to deal fairly, 
does not essay to “administer justice, 
but leaves that consideration to nae 
ture. Little regard is had to detefe 
rency to be affected by observing oP 
experiencing the pains of ‘imprison- 
ment. Nor, on the other hand, is the 
collective welfare ever subordinated 
to individual indulgence. The doctrine 
of the reciprocal interaction of body 
and mind is accepted and therefcre 
the dogma—freedom—is discarded.

Queer Chinese These. 


We Christians have no conception of 


Chinese of the class to which Tuan 
Fang belongs. We look upon the celes- 
tials as a curiosity in the zoological 
garden of international humanity. He 
is a sort of yellow-skinned bird with- 
out feathers. with eyes cut awry and 
a long braid of hair down his back. 
We are told that he dresses in silk 
and varies his diet of rice, rats and 
cats with bird’s nest soup and shark 
fins. We do not credit him with hav- 
ine a soul, nor with the same ambi- 
tions and tastes as ourselves. The 
truth is these people are as human as 
we are and they think, act and feel in 
the same way. 

The Chinese are divided into all 
sorts of classes. There are philanthro- 
pists like Carnegie, who start libraries, 
soup and hospitals.

His sons are rich, and they 
take care of their properties as well 
as do the descendants of old John 
Jacob, the fur peddler, who started the 
Astor fortunes.

I also know Chinese who cannot be 
bought, who work for their country 
and do good for good’s sake. This is 
so of Tuan Fang and it was. so of 
Chang Chi Tung, who died a few 
months ago. Chang Chi Tung had 
opportunitiés to make  incaloulable 
wealth, but he died comparatively 
poor. He cared more for scholarship 
than for the dollar, and ranked as a 
leader of the literati. 


Tuan Fang will live simply at:Pekin. | 


He has an establishment there, but his 
private fortune is small. When I met 
him here at Nanking about eight 
months ago he was the viceroy of 
three of the greatest provinces of 
the lower Yangtse valley, and un- 
der him was a population larger 
than that of the United States. 
He was ruling a country so rich that 
it almost raises gold dollars. It has 
scores of walled citieg and thousands 
of villages. It is so thickly settled 
that much of it supports more than 
aman to the acre, and is so cut up by 
canals and dykes that one can go to 
every man’s house in a boat. The re- 
gion includes such cities as Shanghal, 
the New York of China; Soochow, the 
Manchester, and Nanking, the classical, 
reminding one of Boston. It has thou- 
sands of factories and it hums like a 
beehive. Of these provinces, Tuan 
Fang was the absolute ruler, and his 
income was greater than that of the 
smaller European kings. He had a 
large corps of government clerks and 
most of his subordinates were laying 
up fortunes. The taotai, or mayor, of 
Shanghai was getting about $1,000 a 
year as a nominal salary, but the of- 
fice was s0 valuable that within three 
years it made him independently rich. 
The mayor of other cities were receiv. 
ing large sums, and of all that came 
into the treasury [ doubt not that 
every hand through which it passed 
pinched out a portion. Nevertheless, 
there were millions left for the vice- 
roy, and he might have made himself 


rich beyond the dreams of avarice. 
He did not. <All of the surplus went 
into public improvements and into the 
carrying on of reforms of 
Chinese movement.

He sent 
Chinese students to the United States 
and had a coeducational school in his 
own province. He did what he could to 
wipe out opium in the Yangtse valley 
and had opium hospitals here and 
elsewhere. He did muéh to push ralil- 
roads... A line was constructed from 
the river to Nanking and he aided in 
building the railways northward to 
Peking and Tientsin. 
Tuan Fang and the Rebels, 

Tuan Fang did so much in the line 
of reform that he aroused the en- 
mity of the conservatives and they 
tried to assassinate him. The Chinese 
objected to him on several grounds. 
One was that he was a Tartar and 
therefore an interloper amd should 
be wiped out. The secret 
were against him and they 
to kill him in the rebellion which was 
to spring up on the Yangtse when 
the empress dowager died.

dOW PITTSBURG TOILERS LIVE 


lt. Kellogg. Director ef the

A study of 22,000 in 400 factories— 
the first general survey of the women 
emploving trades ever conducted in an 
American city—has been made public. 
Tris elaborate investigation of the 
working women of the steel district 
resulted from the “Pittsburg Sur- 
vev of a year ago, and the findings 
of that survey are now being collected 
into six volumes, whose purpose igs to 
gauge the trend of modern industry. 
_Elizabeth B. Butler, who made the 
inguirvy as to women and the trades, 
lived in what is known as the “hill 
district’ of Pittsburg, but her inves- 
t.gations carried her everywhere from 
the candy factories of ‘“‘the Point,” to 
the glass factories and metal works 
in the outsKirts, and to the homes of 
miners’ wives who do out work for 
the garment manufacturers. The ma- 
jor elements in the conditions describ- 
ei are probably true of every commer- 
cia! center of the size of Pittsburg. 

Bhne does not merely picture the 
worst sweatshcps or the “modei fac- 
tories’ which are so familiar in 
magazine articles, but presents a gen- 
era] view of the possibilities which 
werk at wages opens up to this gen- 
erations of working girls in Pittsburg. 

These women range in years from 14 
to 59. Ten per cent of them (2,300 
®omen) jiive from their homes. Less 
than 2 per cent are in touch with 
socia! agencies for recreation—-such 
arencies as Jane Adams has proclaim- 
indispensable. Ienglish-speaking 
hold the positions for which a 
few months’ training and some inie}- 
ligence are needed. Italian giris, 
hindered by tradition scarcely figure, 
theugh in a iimited circle of industries 
in-migrant Jewesses hold positions be- 
side gir!ts of native birth. Interior and 
urpleasant work is yielded to Siavic, 
immigrants, and these newcomers, 
sometimes by sheer physical strength 
and someiimes by personal indiffer- 
erce and a low standard, compete on 
a basis of lower wages fer men's 
work, which otherwise would never 
have been given giris to do. The 
Pliace of the Slav is that of the woman 
who is fighting her way. 

Women workers in Pittsburg fall 
irito great groups of occupations—food 
production, needie industries, stogy- 
m:ekhing, lamp and glass-making and 
th- metal trades.

In an exclusive sense, these women 
make up a new labor force,.such a 
einployers of an earlier generation 
wcecuid not have hired, for they had not 
the instruments to use it economically 
nor would they have had social sanc- 
tion for doing so. This report brings 
together for the first time the exper!- 
ence of employers in many Pittsburg 
irdustries. It supplies a record of la- 
bor adjustments and technique in fac- 
tcry work, such as neither mechanical 
nor business training affords the indi- 
vidual manager. It is a long step.in 
advance in supplying the need for an 
interchange of such working know!- 
edge.
